European  War  News. 


Import  and  Export  Notices. 

Denmark. — It  has  been  decided  by  the  United  States  and 
the  Allied  Governments  to  resume  the  issue  of  licences  in 
approved  cases  for  the  export  to  Denmark  of  the  goods 
specified  in  the  following  schedule:  Acetylsalicylic  acid, 
amidol  and  substitutes,  ammoniac  compounds,  arscnobillon, 
bromine,  chamomile,  digitalis,  eucaine,  ferric  compounds, 
hydrobromic  acid,  kharsivan,  metol,  nitrate  of  silver,  novo- 
cain, opium  alkaloids,  salicylic  acid,  salvarsan,  sodium 
bromide,  perfumery  (but  not  essential  oils),  and  surgical 
and  medical  appliances  not  containing  rubber.  Exporters 
and  others  who  have  already  sent  in  applications  for  licences 
for  the  export  to  Denmark  of  any  of  the  goods  specified, 
and  have  been  informed  that  consideration  of  their  applica- 
tions has  been  deferred  pending  a  further  announcement, 
are  requested  to  recall  the  attention  of  the  War  Trade 
Department  to  their  applications,  and  to  quote  in  each 
case  the  reference  number  which  has  already  been  furnished. 

United  States.  —  With  reference  to  the  announce- 
ments in  the  C.  d-  D.  of  February  23  (p.  44) 
and  March  16  (p.  43)  respecting  the  arrangements 
for  regulating  private  purchases  in  the  United  States, 
intimation  has  been  received  of  certain  modifications 
which  the  United  States  Government  have  made  in  the 
original  plan.  With  effect  from  May  15,  exporters  in  the 
United  States  desiring  to  send  goods  to  the  United  Kingdom 
on  private  account  must  first  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
British  War  Mission,  without  which  the  United  States  War 
Trade  Board  will  not  issue  the  necessary  export  licences. 
The  British  War  Mission  will  not  give  their  approval  with- 
out the  authority  of  his  Majesty's  Government  conveyed  to 
the  Mission  through  the  Department  of  Import  Restrictions 
of  the  Board  of  Trade.  All  firms  desiring  to  place  orders 
in  the  United  States  for  import  into  the  United  Kingdom 
should  therefore  apply  to  the  Department  of  Import  Restric- 
tions. 22  Carlisle  Place,  London,  S.W.  1,  on  a  form  which 
will  be  supplied  for  the  purpose.  The  Department  will,  if 
so  advised,  communicate  direct  to  the  British  War  Mission 
the  authority  to  give  their  approval  to  the  application  for 
export. 

Sugar  (Restriction)  Order,  1918. 

_  A  new  Order  has  been  issued  replacing  the  Sugar  (Restric- 
tion) Order,  1917,  in  which  are  laid  down  the  quantities 
of  sugar  that  may  be  used  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1919.  The  amount  is  the  same  a*  in  the  last  Order — viz., 
25  per  cent,  of  the  sugar  used  in  1915.  The  First  Schedule 
of  th?  Order  mentions  tha  classes  of  manufacture  covered, 
these  including  (a)  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations,  and 
(f)  mineral-waters.  The  following  particulars  are  given  of 
the  register  which  has  to  be  kept  by  sugar  users  : 

All  persons  to  whom  the  provisions  of  this  Order  apply  shall 
keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  register  correctly  showing  in  respect 
of  each  quarter,  commencing  with  the  quarter  beginning  on  June  1. 
1918— 

(a)  The.  quantity  of  sugar  held  in  stock  at  the-  beginning  of 
the  quarter  for  the  purposes  of  all  classes  of  manufacture  to 
which  this  Order  applies; 

(6)  The  quantity  of  sugar  delivered  to  him  for  such  purpose 
during  the  quarter  in  question  and  the  date  of  the  delivery  of 
such  sugar; 

(c)  The  quantity  of  sugar  used  for  such  purposes  during  the 
quarter  in  question,  and,  where  more  than  one  class  of  manu- 
facture is  carried  on,  showing? the  quantity  of  sugar  used  in  each 
class  of  manufacture:  ' 

(d)  The  quantity  of  sugar  held  for  sv.ch  purposes  at  the  close 
of  the  quarter. 

Such  register  shall  be  kept  in  such  form  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  prescribed  by  the  Food  Controller,  and,  until  further 
notice,  shall  be  kept  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Second  Schedule.

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Ammonia  and  Ammonia  Products  Control. 

The  Minister  of  Munitions  has  made  an  Order,  to  be 
known  as  the  Ammonia  Control  Order,  1918,  directing  that 
no  person  shall,  as  from  June  1,  produce  or  manufacture 
any  ammonia  or  ammoniacal  product,  except  under  a 
licence.  No  licence  is  to  be  required  to  manufacture 
(a)  crude  ammoniacal  liquor  or  sulphate  of  ammonia  in 
any  quantities;  (b)  any  other  ammoniacal  product  in  quan- 
tities not  exceeding  half  a  ton  during  any  one  calendar 
month.  No  person  shall  supply  any"  ammonia  or  ammo- 
niacal product  (other  than  crude  ammoniacal  liquor  or 
sulphate  of  ammonia)  to  any  person,  except  under  a  licence, 
but  no  licence  shall  be  required  to  supply  not  more  than 
5o  lb.  of  anhydrous  ammonia  or  1  cwt.  of  ammoniacal  liquor 
or  any  ammoniacal  product  to  any  person  during  any  one 
calendar  month.  All  persons  engaged  in  producing  or 
manufacturing  ammonia  or  any  ammoniacal  product,  or  in 
any  manufacture,  trade,  or  business  in  which  any  ammonia 
or  ammoniacal  product  is  used,  shall  carry  out  .and  comply 
with  all  instructions  and  directions  which  may  .be  issued 
or  given  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Minister  of  Munitions  with 
a  view  to  avoiding  loss  or  waste  of  ammonia.  All  applica-

Hoarding  Silver.  Coin. — The  "  London  Gazette,"  May  21, 
published  a  new  Regulation  (30  ee),  made  under  the  Defence 
of  the  Realm  Act,  which  provides  that  after  May  27  "  no 
person  shall  retain  current  silver  coins  of  a  value  exceeding 
that  of  the  amount  of  silver  coinage  reasonably  required 
by  him  at  that  time  for  the  purposes  of  the  personal  expendi- 
ture of  himself  and  his  family  and  of  his  trade  or  business 
(if  any)."  Contravention  of  the  Regulation  constitutes  an 
offence  against  the  Regulations,  and  the  burden  of  showing 
what  amount  of  silver  it  is  "  reasonable "  for  a  person 
to  have  is  placed  on  the  person  charged.  The  Regulation 
also  provides  that  any  person  who  sells  or  purchases,  or  offers 
to  sell  or  purchase,  any  current  coin  for  an  amount  exceed- 
ing the  face-value  of  the  coin,  or  accepts  or  offers  to  accept 
any  such  coin  in  payment,  of  a  debt  or  otherwise  for  an 
amount  exceeding-  its  face- value,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence.

Night-shift  Wages. — As  the  outcome  of  a  dispute  between 
Boots,  Ltd.,  and  their  Nottingham  electricians  as  to  the 
rate  of  pay  for  night-shift  work,  a  conference  has  been 
arranged  between  the  respective  Associations  concerned. 
Any  recommendations  or  decisions  arrived  at  are  to-  bo 
without  prejudice  to  any  award  made  in  reference  to  the 
present  dispute. 

Dog's  Intelligence. — A  clue  to  the  fate  of  Florence  Mary 
Hazeil,  a  domestic  servant  employed  by  Mr.  Henry  William 
Herbert,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Egham,  was 
given  by  Mr.  Herbert's  dog,  which  was  found  sitting  on 
the  woman's  jacket  on  the  bank  of  the  Thames,  a  consider- 
able distance  from  the  house.  The  body  was  subsequently 
recovered,  and  at  the  inquest  on  May  21  a  verdict  of 
"  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  returned. 

Employes'  Theift  Reinforced.— A  pension  scheme  has 
been  inaugurated  by  Boots,  Ltd.,  to  ensure  an  income  of 
21.  a  week  for  every  employe  who  attains  the  age  of  sixty. 
Employes  are  to  subscribe  according  to  age,  and  the  balance 
is  to  be  provided  by  the  company.

Co.,  Ltd.,  Thorncliffe,  have  contributed  3,290/.  towards  .the 
year's  income  (5.732/.)  of  the  Thorncliffe  &  Rockingham 
Permanent  Relief  "Society  (President,  Mr.  T.  C.  Newton), 
to  which  their  employes  belong. 

Parcel-post. — Parcels  for  Bolivia  may  now  be  accepted 
for  transmission  by  way  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Quiaca  at  the 
following  rates  of  postage  :  For  a  parcel  not  exceeding  3  lb., 
2s.  3d.;  7  lb.,  3s.  Id.;  11  lb.,  3*. .  11(7.  Parcels  sent  to 
Bolivia  by  this  route  must  not  exceed  2  ft.  in  length, 
breadth,  or  depth,  and  4  ft.  in  length  and  girth  combined. 
Two  forms  of  Customs  declaration  are  required  in  respect 
of  each  parcel.  The  resumption  of  the  parcel-post  service 
to  South  Africa  is  also  announced.

Analysts'  Salaries —Mr.  A.  H.  Muter,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
public  analyst  to  the  Lambeth  Borough  Council,  has  applied 
for  an  increase  <K  ■  salary — now  5007.  per  annum — pointing 
out  that  since  his  appointment  the  expenses  of  the  position 
have  increased  very  much  owing  to  the  fact  that  he  has  to 
maintain  a  chemical  laboratory.  The  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee, which  has  examined  the  application,  recommended 
an  increase  of  507.  per  annum  during  the  continuance  of  the 
war.  The  General  Purposes  Committee  concurred  in  the 
suggestion,  and  submitted  to  the  Council  a  return  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  appointment  of  public  analysts  to 
the  various  Metropolitan  boroughs.  The  Council  agreed  to 
the  recommendation  without  discussion. 

Fire. — A  serious  fire  took  place  on  May  19  at  the  Bethnal 
Green  works  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  involving  the 
destruction  of  a  portion  of  their  nremises.  The  wing  of 
their  works  chiefly  affected  is  that  containing  the  wet  and 
dry  store-rooms  and  also  the  analytical  laboratory,  but  the 
principal  manufacturing  departments  are  practically  un- 
affected. The  greater  part  of  the  manufacturing-  processes 
of  the  company  are  being  carried  on  at  the  Ware  works, 
so  that  the  dislocation  of  business  will  not  be  .as  serious 
as  it  otherwise  would  have  been.  In  the  meantime  the 
comoany  are  in  a  position  to  execute  orders  for  their  food- 
products  and  the  greater  number  of  their  specialities,  and 
steps  are  being  taken  to  minimise  as  much'  as  possible  the 
temporary  disorganisation  of  business. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Dpeos  Acts.— In  the  Borough  of  Lam- 
beth durms;  the  last  quarter  110  samples  of  drugs  (6  formal 
and    104  informal)  were  analysed,    and  of  these,   out  of 
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3  formal  and  12  informal  samples  of  cream  of  tartar,  3  formal 
samples  and  4  informal  samples  were  certified  as  adulterated, 
one  out  of  6  informal  samples  of  Epsom  salts,  one  out  of  10 
informal  samples  of  Gregory  powder,  3  out  of  6  informal 
prescriptions,  and  4  out  of  .  29  informal  samples  of  sal 
volatile.  The  formal  adulterated  samples  of  cream  of 
tartar  contained  respectively  40  parts,  74  parts,  and  12  parts 
of  lead  per  million.  The  adulterated  Gregory  powder  was 
prepared  with  magnesium  carbonate. 

English-grown  Belladonna.— The  "  Times "  refers  as 
follows  to  the  belladonna  plantations  of  Mr.  J.  Beetham 
Wilson,  Dorking : 

Belladonna,  which  before  the  war  came  almost  exclusively  from 
Germany,  is  now  being  cultivated  at  Dorking-  on  a  scale  that  will 
prevent  any  possibility  of  dearth  in  the  future,  and  doctors,  who 
partially  discontinued,  its  use,  may  now  prescribe  it  as  freely 
they  did  before  the  war.  The  first  of  the  Dorking  plantation, 
was  started  immediately  after  the  war  broke  out,  but  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  the  seed,  and  more  especially  the  slow  growth  of 
the  plant  in  the  initial  stages,  prevented  the  drug  being  pro- 
duced in  large  quantities  until  this  year.  Next  year  86  still 
larger  quantity  will  be  placed  on  the 'market.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  plantations  are  on  waste  ground  that  could  not 
possibly  produce  food.  If  the  seed  is  sown  in  the  open  it  takes 
four  years  before  sufficient  herb  can  be  cut  to  make  a  payin 
crop.

Poisonings. — At  a  Cambridge  inquest,  held  recently,  on 
the  body  of  May  Plumb,  a  domestic  servant  employed  at 
69  Jesus  Lane,  evidence  was  given  by  Dr.  G.  A.  Johnson 
that  death  was  due  to  strychnine-poisoning.    It  was  stated 
that  Plumb's  employer   had  bought  a  packet  of  vermin- 
killer  from  the  shop  of  R.  Sturton  &  Son,  chemists,  and  had 
Signed  for  it.      It  having  been  explained  that  ^  gr.  of 
strychnine  was  a  fatal  dose,  the  foreman  of  the  jury  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  "  the  quantity  of  strychnine  ought 
to  have  'been  stated,  and  there  should  have  been  a  red  mark 
on  trie  packet."  .  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  remarked 
that  "  the  sale  of  poison  in  that  innocent-looking  packet, 
•with  the  word  '  Poison  '  printed  in  small  type,  would  have 
to  be  looked  into."    A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  tempor- 
arily insane  "  was  returned. — At  an  inquest  held    at  an 
Irish  ,port,  on  May  17,  on  the  body  of  William  Stanley 
Sheriff,  a  seaman  on  board  a  war-vessel,  medical  evidence 
showed   that  death    was  due  to  iieart-f ailure  following 
prussic-acid  poisoning.    It  was  further  stated  that  the  cargo 
of  the  vessel,  which  was  partially  flooded,  included  a  cyanide

Each  "  First-aid  "  box  or  cupboard  shall  be  kept  stocked  and 
in  good  order,  and  shall  be  placed  under  the  charge  of  a  respon- 
sible person,  who  shall  alwavs  be  readily  available

present  contract  system  medicine,  procured  by  them  might 
not  be  needed  in  such  quantities  as  they  expected,  and  it  then 
resulted  in  waste.  A  suggestion  was  made  that  the  new 
arrangement  would  mean  a  radical  change.  The  matter  is 
to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting.

Ammonia. — Increasing  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  supplies  cf  ammonia  for  ref rigerating-purposes. 
While  the  consumption  of  this  article  is  not  at  present  largo 
in  the  Union,  it  is  considered  that  there  is  every  possibility, 
if  animal  and  dairy  industries  continue  to  expand,  that  the 
demand  will  be  much  increased.  A  Johannesburg  company 
is  manufacturing  liq.  amnion,  fort.  (s.g.  0.88O),  and  states 
that  it  will  be  in  a  position  to  supply  the  total  wants  of 
the  Transvaal. 

Pp.ogress  in  Chemical  Industry.. — One  of  the  many  urgent 
problems  which  have  arisen  in  South  Africa  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  has  been  the  discovery  of  a  suitable 
disinfecting  and  oxidising  agent  to  take  the  place  of  per- 
manganate of  poS.vsh.  A  well-known  South  African  firm  of 
chemioal-manufacturers  recently  erected  a  plant  for  the 
production  of  chlorinated  lime,  the  demand  for  which  is 
proving  so  insistent  that  the  firm  in  question,  in  order  to 
meet  the  situation,  has  taken  steps  temporarily  to  utilise 
its  gold-chlorination  plant  for  the  purpose,  pending  the 
erection  of  the  special  plant  necessary  for  the  pi-oduction 
of  the  article  on  a  larger  scale. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Province. 

The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  the  Society's 
headquarters,  Darling  Street,  Cape  Town,  on  February  14, 
1918.  There  were  present:  Mr.  D.  L.  Petrie  (President), 
Mr.  C.  F.  Spruce  (Secretary),  and,  among  others,  Messrs. 
W.  Turnbull,  J.  Loxton,  G*.  Smith-Houghton,  W.  Froem- 
bling,  J.  Sloan,  G.  S.  Burton,  F.  C.  Mathew,  J.  Main,  E.  G. 
Alexander,  W.  J.  Smith,  J.  R.  Corrigan,  S.  W.  Hill, 
R.  Oxenham,  T.  J.  Hughes,  and  J.  Sowden.  The  Hon. 
Secretary  read  his  report  for  the  year,  showing  that  the 
membership  now  stands  at  123,  composed  of  eighty-five  full 
members,  thirty  associate  members,  and  eight  on  active 
service.  Mr.  B.  Marriott  became  a  full  member  during 
the  year,  having  been  one  of  the  successful  candidates  at  the 
last  examinations  of  the  Pharmacy  Board.  Two  members 
have  resigned  and  one  is  lost  by  death.  One  associate  member 
resigned.  Altogether  there  were  twelve  new  members  and 
eight  new  associate  .members  enrolled  during  the  year.  The 
Hon.  Treasurer  submitted  his  report  and  bala.nce-shee.t  duly 
audited  by  the  Hon.  Auditors,  Messrs.  J.  R.  Bridger  and 
R  S.  Cheetham,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Society  are  duo 
for  their  willing  work.  The  President  then  gave  his 
address,  detailing  the  events  of  the  past  year,  particulars 
of  which  have  appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.  from  time  to  time. 
He  made  feeling  reference  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
pharmaceutical  world  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan, 
and  to  the  loss  to  Cape  pharmacy  in .  particular  by  the 
deaths  of  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  and'  Mr.  I.  Meiring  (Wor- 
cester). 

Dr.  Frocmbling  then  read  the  School  report,  which  showed 
that:  , 

"  During  the  year  forty-two  lectures  were  given,  com- 
prising chemistry,  botany,  and  materia  medica.  The 
laboratory  was  open  all  the  year  round.  The  number  of 
official  excursions  was  fifty-two.  Twenty-one  individual 
students  partook  of  one  course  or  another,  but  the  average 
attendance  was  only  eight,  as  only  a  few  could  dispose 
of  the  necessary  time  at  their  own  discretion.  The  suc- 
cessful candidates  '(five)  had  all  more  or  less  taken  advan- 
tage of  the  facilities  provided  by  our  School.  Four  of 
those  were  returned  warriors.  I  would  like  to  mention  ' 
here  that  nearly  all  students  of  military-  age.  barring 
those  being  disqualified  by  physical  inabilities,  have  been 
either  at  the  Front  or  have  done  military  duty  in  one  way 
or  another  totally.  I  am  pleased  to  fav  that  number  of 
students  who  have  ex-Dressed  their  willingness  to  attend 
classes  this  year' is  to-day  already  nearly  equal  to  that  of 
last  year."

Whitsuntide  Recess. 

The  House  of  Commons  will  resume  its  sittings  on  May  28. 
■  Ozone  Treatment. 

Mr.  Macpherson,  in  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  May  13,  said  that  a  description  of  the  Quain 
ozone-producer  was  forwarded  to  the  Chemical  Warfare 
Medical  Committee  by  the  Controller  of  Chemical  Warfare 
in  February  last.  The  Committee  reported  tbat  they  were 
of  opinion  that  it  would  be  highly  injurious  to  employ  ozone 
in  the  treatment  of  gassed  oases. 

Sanatorium  Benefit. 

Mr.  Currie,  on  May  15,  asked  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Household,  as  representing  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Commissioners,  when  he  will  be  able  to  announce  par- 
ticulars of  more  liberal  financial  provision  for  sanatorium 
benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Sir  E.  Cornwall  replied  that  he  hoped  to  be  in  a  position 
to  announce  at  an  early  date  the  terms  of  a  grant  from  the 
Exchequer  towards  meeting  part  of  the  loss  occasioned  by 
war  conditions  in  the  income  available  to  Insurance  Com- 
mittees for  sanatorium  benefit. 

Ministry  of  Health. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  May  16,  Mr.  Booth  asked 
the  Minister  of  Reconstruction  whether  he  has  completed

May  16,  before  his  Honour  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C,  an  action 
was  brought  by  Mr.  John  P.  Jones,  trading  as  the  Reliance- 
Rubber  Co.,  212-213  Upper  Thames  Street,  London,  E.C., 
against  Mr.  Oscar  Wattenbach,  rubber  sundriesman,  5  Leo- 
nard Street,  Finsbury,  E.C.,  to  recover,  13?.  13s.  5(7..  for 
100  gross  of  rubber  teats  supplied  in  the  way  of  trade.  Mr. 
Harry  Strouts,  plaintiff's  solicitor,  said  that  the  defendant- 
had  sent  a  cheque  for  111.  lis.  5d.,  deducting  21.  2s.,  which 
he  said  was  due  for  discount.  The,  goods  were  quoted  net,, 
and  were  not  subject  to  a  discount  of  10  per  cent,  as  sug- 
gested by  the  defendant,  except  for  cash.  Plaintiff  said 
that  the  account  was  eighteen  months  overdue,  and  therefore 
there  was  no  cash  discount  deductable.

■can  only  prove  ourselves  his  colleagues  by  striving  to  carry

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Result  of  the  Election 

is  again  somewhat  disappointing, 
but  if  we  have  not  done  all  we  hoped  in  the  way  of  the 
infusion  of  new  blood  we  have  done  more  than  in  any 
recent  year  to  advance  the  cause  of  reform.  True,  we 
have  returned  only  the  same  number  of  new  members  as 
in  each  of  the  last  two  years,  but  to  say  that  to  Messrs. 
Skinner  and  Deakin  and  Messrs.  Jenkin  and  Hines  we 
have  added  Miss  Buchanan  and  Mr.  Hugo  Wolff  is  an 
imperfect  statement  of  our  gains.  We  have  sent  back 
several  old  members  with  more  open  minds  than  they  had 
.previously  given  evidence  of  possessing,  and  though  two 
new  ones  only  have  been  returned,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  four  of  the  successful  candidates  were  recommended 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Eeform  Committee.  I  greatly 
a?egret  the  exclusion  of  Messrs.  Kirkpati'ick  and  Ridyard, 
but  this  may  be  accounted  for  on  grounds,  not,  it  is  true, 
entirely  satisfactory,  which  yet  in  no  way  discredit  the 
cause  for  which  they  stood.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  has  suffered 
from  being  one  of  four  Londoners,  and  Mr.  Ridyard  from 
the  fact  that  his  reputation  is  almost  purely  local.  The 
remedy  for  such  a  state  of  things  as  is  here  indicated  is 
territorial  representation,  by  which  every  good  man  would 
be  assured  equal  running  with  every  other.  Meanwhile 
we  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  on  the 
return  of  Miss  Buchanan  and  Mr.  Wolff.  The  former  is 
not  only  a  brilliant  woman  but  a  forceful  one,  and  her 
sex  is  a  guarantee  that  she  will  make  things  move,  for 
what  says  the  poet? — "  Man  has  his  will,  and  woman  has 
her  wav."  As  for  Mr.  Wolff,  I  need  only  say  that  he  is 
—Mr.  Wolff. 

The,  President's  Address 

at  the  annual  meeting  dealt  with  too 
many  topics  to  be  adequately  reviewed  here.  Beyond 
saying  that  as  regards  many  of  these  the  speech  was 
little  more  than  a  combination  of.  bluff  and  bunkum  I  con- 
fine my  comments  to  the  one  subject  of  organisation, 
which,  next  to  education  and  complimentary  matter,  occu- 
pied a  larger  space  in  it  than  any  other.  I  venture  to 
add  that  a  weaker  utterance  was  never  heard  fiom  the 
Presidential  chair.  Mr.  White  has  a  strong  prejudice 
against  this  reform,  but  he  gave  only  one  reason  for 
opposing  it — that  it  is  unnecessary.  Yet  he  has  been  a 
party  to  the  setting-up  of  a  "strong'  Committee"'  to  give 
us  something  which  he  considers  equivalent  to  it.  Why, 
if  it  is  unnecessary  ?  He  tells  us  the  reason,  and  this 
time  his  reason  is  a  good  one.  In  addition  to  being 
unnecessary  territorial  representation  has  what  he  calls 
"  other  advantages,"  one  of  which  is  that  it  would  ensure 
for  every  district  the  return  of  the  best  man  in  it.  To 
say  that  this  is  exactly  the  case  for  territorialism  would 
not  be  true,  for  no  district  would  be  bound  to  choose  a 
local  candidate  if  it  could  find  a  better  elsewhere,  but 
it  may  be  the  whole  case  for  the  substitute,  of  which  Mr. 
White  told  us  nothing.  A  little  bird  has,  however,  whis- 
pered to  me  that  it  is  a  scheme  for- dividing  the  country 
into  seven  areas,  every  one  having  a  district  Council 
which  shall  agree  upon  the  representative  for  each  year, 
each  district  agreeing  to  support  all  the  district  nominees. 
As  at  present,  the  central  Council  is  to  be  elected  in 
sevens  at  a  time.  There  are  other  features  in  this  pre- 
cious scheme,  but  this  is  enough  to  be  going  on  with. 
It  is  a  thoroughly  retrograde  proposal ;  we  should  no 
longer  have  direct  representation  even  in  name ;  it  means 
sheer  cliquism,  and  I  do  not  wonder  that  the  Council 
are  afraid  to  publish  it.  And,  after  all,  says  Mr.  White, 
the  whole  thing  is  unnecessary  ! 

Mr.  White's^Impartiality 

in  the  debate  on  the  curriculum  by- 
laws took  the  form  of  ruling  everything  in  his  own 
favour,  but  his  claim  to  it  was  no  doubt  quite  sincerely 
made.  Partiality  implies  the  existence  of  two  contending 
parties,  and  Mr.  White  is  too  much  of  an  autocrat  to 
recognise  the  existence  of  a  party  in  opposition  to  him. 


"The  State?  "  said  Louis  XIV.  "/  am  the  State." 
Similarly,  the  President  carries  things  as  if  he  were  the 
Council,  which  in  effect  he  frequently  is.  It  is  indeed 
an  autocracy  tempered  by  occasional  mild  criticism}  but 
in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  decision  is  unanimous  in  his 
favour.  Possibly  he  is  always  right  and  his  critics 
wrong,  but  since  he  always  has  his  own  way  in  the  long 
run  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  he  should  in  this 
case  be  in  such  a  hurry.  He  is  going,  I  understand,  to 
remain  in  the  chair  for  some  time  yet;  why  force  this 
question  through  at  such  a  manifestly  inconvenient  time  ? 
I  hope  the  Privy  Council  will  be  enlightened  on  the 
subject  when  it  comes  before  them. 

The  Action  of  Boots,  Ltd  , 

in  "suggesting"  to  their  employes 
the  candidates  for  whom  they  should  vote  is  certainly 
unjustifiable,  and  if  I  were  in  their  employ  I  should 
strongly  resent  it.  It  entirely  justifies  what  I  said  about 
their  paying  their  employes'  subscriptions  to  the  Society  : 
it  gives  them  a  dangerously  preponderating  voice  in  the 
direction  of  pharmaceutical  affairs,  and  may,  as  time  goes 
on  and  their  octopus-like  arms  embrace  a  larger  and  larger 
portion  of  the  trade,  very  seriously  affect  the  interests 'of 
the  individual  pharmacist.  It  is  worse  than  the  "  plural 
voting  "  we  are  familiar  with  in  Parliamentary  elections, 
for  that,  though  it  diminishes  the  value  of  the  franchise 
to  the  single  voter,  still  leaves  everybody  free  to  exercise 
his  right  of  choice.  Messrs.  Boots'  action,  of  course,  is 
only  "suggestion,"  but  "such  suggestion  has  often  the 
force  of  dictation  and  is  always  apt  to  grow  into  it. 

A  Little  Treatise  on  Efficiency  Methods 

which  I  have  been 
studying  (with  but  small  profit,  I  fear)  refers  me  at 
the  end  to  Bacon's  Essay  "Of  Dispatch"  as  "the 
kernel  of  the  whole  matter."  But  this  Essay  does  not 
deal,  except  by  implication,  with  efficiency,  but  with 
promptitude  in  business,  which,  though  it  may  conduce 
to  efficiency,  is  only  one  of  many  means  to  it.  There  are, 
says  Bacon,  "three  parts  of  business" — the  preparation, 
the  debate  or  examination,  and  the  perfection.  Of  these 
the  first  and  last  are  best  dealt  with  by  few  heads,  the 
other  by  many,  and  it  is  to  this,  the  most  important  of 
all  from  his  point  of  view,  that  the  Essay  mainly  refers. 
Its  gist  is  a  warning  against  haste  in  deliberation ;  it  may 
be  expressed  in  the  terms  of  the  old  proverb  "  More 
haste,  less  speed,"  or  in  Mr.  Edmund  White's  favourite 
phrase,  festina  lente.  This  is  highly  characteristic  of 
Bacon,  and  of  the  profession  he  followed;  we  do  not 
usually  regard  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  a  school  of  des- 
patch. But  though  Bacon  is  emphatic  in  condemning 
"  affected  despatch,"  the  hasty  adoption  even  of  a  prepared 
scheme,  he  is  equally  so  in  the  condemnation  of  tedious 
discussion,  "long  and  curious  speeches,"  of  "prefaces, 
passages-,  and  excusations,  and  other  references  to  the 
person."  Iterations,  he  says,  are  commonly  loss  of  time, 
unless  they  are  iterations  of  the  state  of  the  question. 
The  things  most  conducive  to  despatch  are  "order  and 
distribution  and  singling  out  of  parts,"  but  the  distri- 
bution must  not  be  too  subtle,  for  though  "he  who  doth 
not  divide  will  never  enter  well  into  business,"  yet  "  he 
who  divideth  too  much  will  never  come  out  of  it."  I 
commend  these  thoughts  to  our  new  Councillors,  with  my 
compliments  on  their  election. 


Californian  Castor  Oil. — It  is  announced  that  the  Federal 
Government  is  calling  for  the  planting  of  100,000  acres  of 
castor-beans  in  Sacramento  "Valley,  castor  oil  being  the 
only  lubricant  suitable  for  the  new  Liberty  motors.

Editorial  Articles. 


Price-changes. 

The  stress  of  modern  trading  in  abnormal  times  like  these 
is  apparently  responsible  for,  among  other  things,  a  serious 
danger  to  the  retail  chemist  in  regard  to  his  profits  on 
staples,  particularly  proprietary  articles.  The  constantly 
increasing  scarcity  and  cost  of  raw  materials  and  -of  con- 
tainers has  compelled  manufacturers  from  time  to  time 
during  the  past  three  years  to  raise  the  selling  price.  In 
the  case  of  stamped  proprietaries  this  has  been  accentuated 
by  the  automatic  increase  in  the  medicine-stamp  duty. 
Thus  a  proprietary  issued  at  a  pre-war  net  value  of ,  tsay, 
3s.  6d.,  when  advanced  in  price  to  4s.  6d.,  necessitates 
an  increase  in  stamp-duty  from  Is.  to  2s.  In  the  case- 
of  the  best-known  articles  these  advances  are.  regularly 
published  to  the  trade  through  advertisements  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  In  some  cases,  however,  to 
which  our  attention  has  been  drawn,  it  appears  that 
the  price-changes,  although  intimated  to  the  wholesale 
houses,  are  not  brought  directly  to  the  attention  of  the 
retailer.  Most  retail  chemists  just  now  are  short-handed 
— rgenerally  over-worked,  often  worried — and  unless  special 
prominence  is  given  to  a  price-change  in  the  way  we 
have  shown  retailers  often  do  not  know  of  these  -changes 
until  the  next  consignment  is  received  from  their  whole- 
sale house.  This  means  that  in  many  instances  retailers 
have,  for  months  perhaps,  been  unconsciously  selling  pro- 
prietary articles  at  from  10  to  15  per  cent,  less  than 
their  present-time  value.  This  innocent  philanthropy  is 
not  only  a  serious  loss  to  the  retailer  himself,  ;  but  it  is 
an  under-selling,  unintentional,  of  course,  which  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  things  he  would  resent  in  a  competitor. 
We  have  heard  of  cases  where  the  pleasant  relations 
between  neighbouring  chemists  have  been  strained  by  the 
information  from  customers  that  the  old  price  is  still  being 
charged  by  the  chemist  "  over  the  way."  ■Customers 
often  put  an  unjust,  as  it  is  an  undeserved,  construction 
on  the  action  of  the  chemist  who  charges  the  higher  price. 
It  is  thus  the  smarter  business  man  who  suffers  toy  ■  closely 
following  changes  in  prices.  It  is  sometimes  overlooked 
that  the  automatic  increase  in  the  price  of  articles  in 
stock  is  a  compensation  against  price  reductions,  so  that 
if  the  advantages  in  the  one  case  are  thrown  away  the 
loss  on  stock,'  the  price  of  which  has  been  lowered,  is 
absolute.  A  casual  computation  has  shown  that  during 
the  past  few  months  the  prices  of  over  900  .proprietary 
articles  hare  been  advanced.    The  following  is  a  partial 
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list  of  articles  new  prices  for  which  have  been  announced 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  recently  :

The  remedy  for  this  dropping  of  revenue  is  primarily 
in  the  hands  of  the  manufacturers,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
give  prompt  and  precise  information  of  price-changes  to 
both  wholesaler  and  retailer.  The  retailer  is  entitled  to 
immediate  attention  in  this  regard,  seeing  that  he  has  the 
direct  distribution  to  the  public,  and  the  manufacturer 
•who  recognises  that  the  good  will  of  the  distributor  is  one 
of  the  chief  factors  in  any  successful  selling  scheme  sees 
that  the  retailer  is  informed  about  this  matter.  We  hope 
that  manufacturers,  therefore,  will  in  future  advise  us 
promptly  of  any  price-changes  that  take  place,  so  that 
we  may  be  able'to  pass  on  the  information  to  those  imme- 
diately concerned. 

Munition  Chemical  Contracts. 

In  a  White  -Paper  dealing. with  the  Appropriation  Account 
of  the  sums  granted  by  Parliament  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1917,*  some  interesting  sidelights  on  the  lack 
of  co-ordination  between  various  branches  of  the 
Ministry  are  shown.  The  Report  is  written  by  the 
Comptroller  and  Auditor-General  of  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions  (Mr.  H.  J.  Gibson),  and  he  draws,  attention 
to  many  instances  of  mismanagement,  excessive  profits, 
and  waste  which  have  characterised  the  operations  during 
the  year.  The  following  are  among  the  many  cases 
cited  by  the  Comptroller  : 

"  The  Trench  Warfare  Department  placed  a  contract  for 
alcohol  at  2s.  Wd.  per  proof  gallon,  whilst  at  the  same  time 
the  High  Explosives  Department  was  under  contract  with 
the  same  firm  for  the  supply  of  similar  spirit  at'2-s.  Ad:  per 
proof  rallon.  In  reply  to  inquiry  I  was  informed  that  the 
Trench  Warfare  Department  did  not  find  it  practicable  to 
contract  for  duty-free  spirit,  and  continued  an  agreement 
made  bv  the  War  Office  for  the  supply  of  duty-paid  alcohol 
the  Explosives  Department,  however,  was  able  to  obtain 
duty-free  spirit.  As  a-  final  result  of  negotiations  arising 
out  of  my  inquiry,  the  firm  refunded  half  the  difference  m 
the  price-  or  3d.  per  gallon,  on  stores  delivered  between  Octo- 
her  1,  1916,  and  January  5.  1917-viz.,  649?.— and  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  distillers  whereby  the  Department 
is  able  to  purchase  duty-paid  alcohol  at  duty-free  prices. 
In  paragraph  50  of  the  First  Report  (Session  1918)  of  the 
Committee  on  National  Expenditure,  reference  is  made, 
from  the  point  of  view  of  excessive  profit,  to  the  case  of  a 
chemical  product,  the  price  of  which  was  reduced  from  17/. 
per  ton  to  the  cost  (about  13/.)  plus  10  per  cent,  profit  [see 
C  &  D  ,  March  23,  r,.  331.  The  case  had  been  before  me 
because  the  branch  of  the  Ministry  conducting  the  negotia- 
tions was  paying  10/.  per  ton  only  on  pro  forma  invoices 
pending  settlement,  while  another  Department  was  hujing 
I  from  the  same  firm  at  about  20/.  per  ton.  I  mouired  whether 
the  fact,  of  the  negotiations  had  been  communicated  toother 
Government  Departments  using  this  supply,  and  whether 


efforts  would  be  made  to  secure  that  any  reduction  realised 
at  arbitration  should  apply  to  all  Government  purchases. 
Iri  reply  it  was  stated  that  this  latter  question  was  being! 
taken  up,  and  that  the  whole  problem  of  internal  co-ordina; 
tion  was  also  in  hand,  while  a  Committee  had  recently  been 
set  up  on  the  wider  matter  of  inter-departmental  co-ordina- 
tion." 

Several  cases  affording  conclusive  evidence  of  the  earning 
of  large  profits  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the 
Comptroller,  and  the  following  is  of  interest  as  illus- 
trating the  action  of  the  Ministry  in  securing  reduction 
of  costs  in  a  case  where  both  the  suppliers  of  raw 
material  and  the  maker  appear  to  have  been  obtaining 
excessive  profits  : 

"  The  supply  of  a  certain  constituent  of  a  chemical  pro- 
duct was  controlled  through  the  English  agents  of  a  foreign 
syndicate.  Before  June  1915  the  price  was  9d.  per  oz.  (less 
2^  per  'cent,  discount),  but  by  September  1915  it  had  risen 
to  9g<Z.  for  Government  orders.  Owing,  however,  to  strong 
representations  from  the  Ministry,  a  reduction  was  eventually 
secured  to  7d.  per  oz.  in  July  1916,  and  bd.  per  oz.  there- 
after. It  appears  that  the  extra  3gcZ.  per  oz.  (more  than 
50  per  cent,  of  the  finally  agreed  price)  obtained  by  the 
syndicate  on  the  large  supplies  required  before  the  reduction 
in  price  represents  an  excessive  profit.  Further,  a  firm  con- 
cerned in  the  manufacture  of  the  product  was  given  con- 
tracts at  14s.  9cZ.  and  10s.  M.  per  lb.,  based  on  the  successive 
purchase  prices  of  this  constituent.  The  latter  rate  was 
subsequently  reduced  to  8s.  8d.  per  lb.,  as  the  result  of  the 
reduction  to  bd.  per  oz.,  and  the  Ministry  took  the  occasion 
to  examine  the  firm's  costs.  It  transpired  that  the  firm  had 
been  making  a  profit  of  about  20  per  cent.  Subsequently, 
the  price  was  reduced  to  7s.  10c/.  per  lb.  for  a  period  of 
two  months,  after  which  the  Ministry  undertook  to  supply 
the  raw  material  and  pay  the  firm  a  price  for  conversion 
only." 

Several  instances  of  costly  experiments  and  unprofitable 
enterprises  are  recorded,  among  them  being  the 
following  : 

"  In  the  early  part  of  1915,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  toluol, 
the  High  Explosives  Department  authorised  negotiations  for 
testing  on  a  commercial  scale  a  process  of  extracting  toluol 
from  heavy  distillate.  The  actual  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  experts,  to  whom  the  arrangements  were  entrusted, 
went  considerably  beyond  the  author' ty  originally  given  by 
the  Department,  but  was  accepted.  It  provided  for  adease 
of  the  special  plant  at  a  rent  of  3,000/.  a  month  for  the 
period  of  the  war  and  two  months  afterwards,  while  the 
plant  was  to  be  restored  to  its  original  condition  at  the 
end  of  the  war,  and  the  company,  was  to  be  indemnified 
against  head  rents,  etc..  and  all  its  current  contracts.  Con- 
siderable difficulties  arose  in  adapting  and  working  the 
plant.  The  first  figure  of  cost  produced  in  .November  1915 
was  21.  7s.  bd.  per  gallon,  as  against  an  original  estimate 
of  5s.  :  the  Department  was  purchasing  toluol  at  3s.  Ajd. 
per  gallon,  and  the  most  favourable  revised  estimate  for 
this  process  was  1/.  6s.  per  gallon.  But  the  guarantee  of 
efficiency  contained  in  the  contract  was  very  vague,  and  the 
agreement  could  not  be  determined  on  that  score.  In  these 
circumstances  it  was  decided,  in  March  1916,  to  shut  down 
the  plant  and  as  the  result  of  negotiations  a  sum  ot  ^O.OOUZ. 
was  agreed  to  be  paid  in  full  settlement,  together  with  the 
handino-  over  of  certain  material  and  plant  to  the  value  ot 
8  000?.  which  the  Ministry  had  purchased.  The  total  cost 
of  this  unprofitable  Enterprise  appears  to  have  amounted 
to  about  57,000?." 

Among  the  costly  •  experiments  entered  into  «  an 
agreement  with  a' certain  chemical  company  (the  share 
capital  of  which  was  only  10,700Z.)  for  the  production  of 
synthetic  phenol,  which  ended  in  financial  disaster.  It 
appears  that 

"The  process  was  practically  new  in  this  country,  and 
the  manager  and  sub-manager  claimed  to  be  experts  in  it 
The  Ministrv  undertook  to  pav  (1)  the  cost  of  the  plant, 
which  eventuallv  amounted  to  96,000?.,  and  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  agreement  was  to  become  the  property  ot  the 
company:  (2)  a  fixed  price  for  the  output  to  be  reconsidered 
after  50,0007.  had  been  psftfe  (3)  a  further  1,000/.  to  the 
manager  and  sub-mana^-.  These  terms  are  admitted  to 
have  been  verv  favourable  to  the  cowip'.ny,  but  were  pre- 
sumablv  regarded  as  justified  by  /™  urgent  need  for  the 
materials  and  the  prospect  of  abtaib^  tntai  rapidly  uate 
the  management  of  the  company.  %hm  f*^ctySW,E 
proved  to  be  based  on  a  contelote  recalculation  Difficulties 
Fn  working  arose  very  Sbo?tlT.  both-M  regard  to  manage- 
ment and  output,  with  the  result  that  the  Ministry  took 
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over  the  factory  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act  and 
purported  to  terminate  the  agreement.  The  power  of  the 
Ministry  to  terminate,  however,  was  contested  by  the  com- 
pany, and  it  was  eventually  arranged  that  the  Ministry 
should  purchasevall  the  shares  of  the  company  at  a  premium 
of  30  per  cent,  and  take  over  the  liabilities,  amounting  to 
5,000^. ,  the  Ministry  retaining  the  plant,  but  releasing  the 
interest  of  the  company  in  certain  chemical-works  which 
had  no  value  to  the  Department.  The  cost  involved  in 
escaping  from  this  unfortunate  contract  amounted  to  18,900/., 
apart  from  the  value  of  the  interest  in  the  chemical-works." 

Another  ghastly  failure  was  the  agreement  made  with  a 
number  of  distilleries  to  take  over  their  plant  and  adapt 
it  for  making  acetone.  After  a  large  sum  (the  figure 
not-  mentioned)  had  been  expended  on  the  scheme,  it 
was  decided  to  abandon  it.  Only  two  distilleries  actually 
reached  the  production  stage,  the  cost  of  the  acetone 
being  very  high,  and  a  very  heavy  expenditure  had 
to  be  incurred  on  reconverting  'the  plant  to  its  original 
use.  The  exact  cost  of  this  experiment  has  not  yet 
heen  ascertained,  and  perhaps  it  never  will  be. 


Overseas  Trade  in  April. 

A  Remaekable  Expansion  is  shown  in  the  value  of  our 
imports  during  April,  the  increase  compared  with  the 
corresponding  month  of  1917  being  35,300,667?.,  our 
receipts  amounting  to  119,833,433/.  Compared  with 
the  previous  month  of  March,  this  year,  the  increase 
on  this  side  of  the  account  was  12.589,000/.  ;  practically 
the  whole  of  this  is  under  the  head  of  foodstuffs.  The 
exports  for  the'  month  (40,071,466/.)  and  the  re-exports 
(2,140,847/.)  showed  an  increase  together  of  a  little 
over  three  millions  sterling  on  the  March  figures,  but 
a  '  falling-off  of  about  two  millions  sterling  as  com- 
pared with  April  of  last  year.  Imports  of  oilseeds, 
nuts,  oils,  fats/  and  gums  (particulars  of  which  have 
been  suppressed)  amounted  to  7,577, 344?.,  or  2,474,621/. 
more  than  in  April  last  year,  while  there  was  also  an  ex- 
pansion of  935,469/.  in  imports  of  chemicals  and  the 
like,  our  purchases  being  valued  at  2,941.778/.  Re- 
ceipts of  brimstone  were  much  larger — 126,240  cwt. 
against  430  cwt.  ;  cream  of  tartar.  5.591  cwt.  against 
3,974  cwt.  ;  boron  compounds,  35,120  cwt.  against 
9,859  cwt.  Unenumerafed  chemicals  expanded  from 
349,333?.  to  1,221,531/.,  the  greatly  increased  figures 
being  probably  due  to  Government  purchases.  Our  ex- 
ports of  chemicals  and  the  like  were  211,281?.  better  than 
in  April  last  year,  but  303,500/.  less  than  two  years  ago, 
the  shipments  amounting  to  1.730,344/.  Medicine  ex- 
ports were '  practically  the  same  :  263 ,471/.  against 
266,932?.  Soda  compounds  were  slightly  less',  '  at 
327,804  cwt.,  but  sulphate  of  copper  was  3,479  tons  better, 
at  5,295  tons ;  the  four  completed  months  of  this  year 
show  exports  of  20,313  tons  against  12,916  tons,  which  is  a 
bright  spot  in  the  chemical  returns. 

Repayment  of  Spirit-duty. 

In  view  of  the  high  rate  of  duty  on  spirits  now  in 
force  it  is  satisfactory  to  see  that  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  has  lost  no  time  in  promulgating  the  regu- 
lations which  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  Finance 
Bill  now  before  Parliament  allowing  repayment  of  the 
duty  on  spirits  used  in  the  manufacture  of  medical 
preparations.  Persons  intending  to  claim  such  repay- 
ment are  required  to  prepare  without  delay  and  hand 
to  the  local  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise  an  account  of 
the  spirits,  if  any,  on  which  the  old  rate  of  duty  was 
paid,  showing  (a)  the  quantity  on  hand  on  April  22, 
1918,  and  (b)  the  quantity  received  since  that  date. 
They  must  keep  separate  stock  accounts  showing  the 
quantities  received  at  each  rate  of  duty,  and  how  these 
were  disposed  of.  In  the  case  of  spirits  received  at  the 
new  rate  of  duty,  the  stock  account  is  to  be  kept  in 
accordance  with  a  sample  form  given  on  a  notice  which 
is  being  officially  served  on  manufacturers.  Stock 
accounts  for  all  spirits  are  required  to  be  balanced  at  the 
close  of  each  month,  and  facilities  must  be  given  to  the 
local  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise  to  examine  the 
records  kept  of  spirits  received  and  used,  and  to  check 
the  quantity  of  spirits  in  stock  at  any  time.  Where  the 
applicant  for  repayment  has  not  taken  the  spirits  out  of 


bond  himself,  he  must  produce  a  declaration  from  the 
vendor  of  the  spirits  to  him  stating  that  the  duty  at  the 
appropriate  rate,  which  must  be  specified,  has  been  paid. 
Such  declaration  might  be  most  conveniently  given  on 
the  certificate.  Where  spirits  are  recovered  by  dis- 
tillation or  otherwise,  a  separate  account  should  be  kept 
of  them,  showing  how  they  were  disposed,,  of.  Appli- 
cations for  repayment  ought  to  be  made  monthly  soon 
after  the  stocktaking,  and  separate  official  forms  of 
claim  should  be  sent  for  (a)  the  additional  duty  on 
immature  spirits  only;  (b)  the  additional  duty  on 
immature  spirits  and  the  increased  spirit-duty;  and  (c) 
the  increased  spirit-duty  (in  respect  of  spirits  not  less 
than  three  years  old). 

The  Qualifying  Examination*

When  it  is  found  that  the  number  of  failures  exceeds- 
50  per  cent,  in  a  Qualifying  examination  which  for  every 
reason  the  candidates  must  be  earnestly  anxious  to  pass, 
there  must  be  something  seriously  wrong  either  with  the 
standard  of  the  examination  or  the  education  of  the- 
students.  As  is  well  known,  the  failures  in  the  Minor  exami- 
nation have  sometimes  exceeded  60  per  cent.  This  deplor- 
able result  is  officially  attributed  to  defective  education,  and 
a  curriculum  is  the  approved  remedy.  But  is  insufficient 
or  inefficient  education  the  sole  source  of  the  trouble?  Is 
there  not  something  in  the  requirements  and  methods  of  the 
examinations  which  tends  to  multiply  the  failures? 
I  think  there  is.  When  it  was  first  decided  to  introduce 
professorial  examiners  I  ventured  to  remark  that  the  pro- 
fessors would  need  to  bear  in  mind  that  they  were  not 
examining  for  the  science  degree,  but  were  only  ascertain- 
ing whether  the  individual  could  pass  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist.  The  then  President,  who  controlled  the  educa- 
tional and  all  the  policy  of  the  Society,  warmly  repudiated 
my  remark,  and  said :  "  The  chemist  and  druggist  should 
be  the'  chemist  in  fact  as  he  is  in  law.  The  examiners  will 
be  fully  justified  in  setting  a  high  standard,  especially  in. 
chemistry."  There  was  a  good  deal  of  -  other  talk  of  a 
similar  tendency.  One  of  the  examiners  was  rebuked  for 
being  too  lenient.  "If  you  don't  give  an  occasional  nought 
the  crammers  will  have  it  all  their  own  way."  It  would 
probably  not  be  unfair  to  say  that  a  "plucking  policy" 
was  inaugurated.  As  part  of  this  policy  a  new  system  of 
marks  was  introduced.  Examinees  were  to  be_  classified  as 
"good,"  "fair,"  "weak,"  or  "  failed,"  which,  is  quite- 
plausible.  But  these  were  expressed  numerically  as  3,  2,  1, 
0,  and  an  average  of  2  was  required  to  obtain  a  pass.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  illustrate  fully  the  defects  of  the 
system  without  giving  actual  examples,  which  is  scarcely 
permissible,  but  obviously  a  candidate  would  be  much  less 
likely  to  get  a  "  3"  than  he  would  considerably  over  50  per 
cent.  in  a  percentage  system,  assuming  50  per  cent,  to  be 
the  pass  number.  In  practice  the  system  worked  out  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  examinee,  and  was  intended  to  do  60. 
The  question  of  whether  some  examiners  are  not  over- 
exacting  in  their  requirements  is  a  delicate  one,  and  open 
to  difference  -of  opinion.  It  was  sometimes  forgotten  that 
the  object  was  to  dfecover  the  general  knowledge  and  capa- 
bility of  the  candidate ;  not  to  find  whether  some  excep- 
tional mixture  would,  make  him  stumble  or  some  unusual 
problem  would  cause  him  to  trip.  I  remember  an  examiner 
who  suddenly  sprang  all  the  unlikely  insoluble  substances 
on  the  bewildered  students.  Like  a  new  poison-gas,  it  was 
at  first  successful  in  killing  the  men,  but  by  next  examina- 
tion the  teachers  and  tutors  had  taken  measures  to  counter 
it.  The  above  remarks  have  reference  to  the  recent  past, 
not  to  the  actual  present,  but  a  bad  tradition  once  estab- 
lished is  not  readily  got  rid  of.  The  Minor  examination  is 
intended  to  be  a  test  of  the  fitness  of  persons  to  follow  the- 
calling  of  a  pharmacist,  a  fa'ct  which  has  not  always  been 
kept  in  mind.  The  Major  may  quite  properly  involve  a 
fairly  high  standard  of  scientific  attainment.

Lords  Justices'  Decisions. 

The  Registrar-  read  a  communication  from  the  Assistant 
Under-Secretary,  Dublin  Castle,  on  the  subject  of  memorials 
praying  for  the  remission  of  fines  imposed  at  Kilkenny 
Petty  Sessions  on  February  26  last,  and  stating  that  on  a 
full  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  tne 
Lords  Justices  had  been  pleased  to  rule  as  set ;  forth  lr i  an 
accompanying  schedule.  It  appeared  from  the  schedule 
that  the  decisions  of  the  Lords  Justices  were  as  follows: 
In  the  case  of  Philip  Clohosey,  who  was  fined  51.  for  keeping 
open  shop  for  sale  of  poisons,  thp  law  was  allowed  to  take 
its  course.  The  same  decision  was  arrived  at  in  the  cases 
of  Mrs.  Bridget  Clohosey,  who  was  fined  51.  for  selling 
poison,  and  of  Philip  Clohosey,  who  was  fined  2s.  bd. 
for  not  entering  name  in  poisons-book,  ihe  fine  ot  W. 
imposed  on  John  Lowery  for  keeping  open  shop  was  reduced 
to  21.,  and  the  fine  of  2s.  bd.  imposed  on  the  same  defendant 
for  not  entering  was  allowed  to  stand.  In  the  case  of  Kate 
Sherin,  who  was  fined  5?.  on  each  of  two  summonses  for 
keeping  open  shop,  one  of  the  fines  was  reduced  to  11. 
and  the  second  was  remitted,  and  two  fines  of  2s.  bd.  each 
imposed  on  the  same  defendant  for  not  entering  were  allowed 
to  stand.  The  fine  of  5/.  imposed  on  J.  Prendergast,  shop- 
assistant,  for  selling  was  reduced  to  10s.  A  fine  of  51.  im- 
posed on  Patrick  Dowling,  ehcp-assistant,  for  <  selling  was 
also  reduced  to  10s.  The  fine  of  5/.  imposed  on  Michael 
Potter  for  keeping  oven  shop  was  allowed  to  stand,  as  was 
also  a  fine  of  2s.  bd.  imposed  on  the  same  defendant  for 
not  entering.  A  fine  of  5?.  imposed  on  Patrick  O'Neill, 
shop-assistant,  for  selling  was  reduced  to  10s.  A  fine  of 
51.  imposed  on  John  O'Leary,  shop-assistant,  for  selling 
was  also  reduced  to  10s.  Two  fines  of  5?.  each  imposed  on 
R.  H.  Smethwick  for  keeping  open  shop  were  allowed  to 
stand,  as  was  also  a  fine  of  2s.  bd.  imposed  on  the  same 
defendant  for  selling.  It  was  stated  that  the  result  of  the 
action  of  the  Lords  Justices  was  to  reduce  the  total  of  the 
fines  imposed  by  the  Magistrates  from  60/.  to  31?.  (sea 
C.  &  D.,  March  9,  p.  37). 

The  President  said  the  result  was  not  much  of  an  en- 
couragement to  the  Society.

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Chemists'  Dental  Society. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Chemists.;  Dental  Society  was 
held  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  W.C.,  on  Miay  15, 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  Hearle)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  E.  Brownbill  (Leeds),  S.  Davis  (Ches- 
ham),  R.  Grantham  (York),  J.  S.  Hart  (Bolton),  J.  Rayner 
(Oxbridge),  A.  J.  Rutherford  (Newbiggin-on-Sea),  G.  R. 
Patterson  (Ashington),  B.  Drayton  (Ealing),  J.  Y.  Fair- 
weather  (Sydenham),  S.  V.  Brook  (Lavender  Hill),  F.  R. 
Sutcliffe  (Buxton),  J.  H.  A.  Tasker  (Fulham),  «L  W.  Roberts 
(Tavistock  Place),  and  Benson  Flarries  (Newport).  Hon. 
Secretary.  The  report  of  the  Council,  which  was  adopted, 
dealt  fully  with  the  work  of  the  year.  In  regard  to  the 
Dentists  Act  Committee  the  report  stated  that  an  Emer- 
gency Committee  of  the  Society  was  appointed  to  take 
action.    The  report  continues.: 

The,  Secretary  communicated  with  the  Departmental  Committee, 
making-  known  our  aims  and  existence,  and  offering-  to  put  our 
claims  before  them,  which  in  due  course  was  done.  The  pre- 
liminary work  was  very  considerable.  Several  meeting's  of  the 
Executive  Emergency  Committee  were  held,  and  conferences  took 
place  with  kindred  (Societies  of  unregistered  dental  practitioners, 
with  a  view  to  securing-  such  unity  of  action  as  might  be 
possible,  these  being-  consulted  _both  singly  and  in  conference. 
The-  Secretary  also  advised  with  our  Parliamentary  representa- 
tive and  other  members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  also  got 
into  touch  with  and  secured  the  sympathy  of  an  influential  member 
of  the  Government  in  the  House  of  Lords.  In  fact,  everything 
possible  was  done  to  ascertain  that  we  rightly  understood  the 
position  of  affairs  and  were  in  a  position  to  go  to  work  in  the 
best  possible  way.  Our  case  was  -then  clearly  and  carefully 
stated  in  the  memorandum  and  supplementary  memorandum  laid 
before  the  Departmental  Committee.  These  documents  were  pre- 
pared by  the  Secretary  in  collaboration  with  our  legal  adviser 
(who  gave  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  work),  and  then  circulated 
to  the  Emergency  Committee  for  approval.  They  were  then  finally 
reviewed  and  passed  by  a  special  meeting-,  of  the  Council.  They 
had  also  been  privately  shown  to  experts  of  wide  repute  interested 
in  our  case,  and  were  everywhere  considered  satisfactory.  In 
view  of  the  pains  which  were  taken  to  perfect  our  memoranda, 
it  was  pleasing-  to  hear  the  Chairman  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee say  that  he  had  read  the  memoranda,  which  made  the 
position  so  clear  to  the  Committee  that  they  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  go  over  the  ground  again  in  cross-examination1:  We 
think  it  may  be  added  that  every  point  stated  in  the  memoranda 
was  fully  substantiated.  In  order  that  we  might  be  sure  of  this, 
our  members  were  circularised  and  requested  to  give  information 
of  a  confidential  character  relative  to  their  dental  practice. 
Best  thanks  are  due  to  those  who  responded  so  promptly  and 
well.  .  .  The  tabulation  and  summarising-  of  the  information 
received  occupied  very  much  time,  but  it  was  felt  -to  be  of  great 
importance  that  our  case,  should  be  as  complete  and  substantial 
as  we  could  make  it.  The  Emergency  Committee  decided  that 
Mr.  Benson  Harries  (Hon.  General  Secretary)  should  be  appointed 
to  give  evidence  before  the  Departmental  Committee  when  a 
witness  was1  called  for,  and  requested  the  Society's  Solicitor  to 
accompany  him  and  render  such  assistance  as  might  be  permitted. 
In  January  last  Mr.  IRm-ies  was  summoned  to  the  Committee, 
and  gave  evidence  'accordingly.  He  wishes  gratefully  to  record 
his  appreciation  of  the  great  courtesy  which  was  extended  to  him 
toy  the  Committee  in  every  way,  and  particularly  by  Mr.  F. 
Ac-land,  M.P.,  the  Chairman,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  0.  Jerram,  the 
■Secretary.  There  the  matter  must  remain  at  present.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  Committee  are  awaited  with  eagerness,  no 
doubt,  by  every  branch  of  the  dental  profession,  and  we  are 
told  that  we  must  be  prepared  to  accept  them  when  they  are 
made  known.  We  can  only  say  that,  confident  of  the  tightness 
and  reasonableness  of  our  claims,  we  expect  the  findings  of  the 
Committee  with  equanimity. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Solicitor  were  given  a  vote 
of  thanks  for  the  special  services  rendered  in  this  matter. 

Twenty-six  members  were  elected.  Some  revision  of  the 
rules  then  took  place,  the  most  important  being  the  require- 
ment for  new  members  that  they  shall  have  had  at  least 
five*  years'  experience  in  dentistry  before  being  eligible 
for  membership.  The  period  was  three  years  in  the  original 
•rules. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  adopted,  and  the  members  of 
the  Council  were  re-elected,  with  the  addition  of  Messrs. 
Grantham  and  Sutcliffe.  The  closing  of  the  Holborn  Restau- 
rant at  10  P.M.  necessitated  an  adjournment  to  the  Progres- 
sive Pharmacy  Club,  where  the  business  was  concluded,  this 
including  an  account  by  Mr.  Benson  Harries  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Departmental  Committee.

London. — The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  at  Bank 
Chambers,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  on  May  14,  Mr.  G.  B- 
Barnard  (Vice-Chairman)  presiding,  when  a  letter  was  read 
•from  Mr.  G.  W.  Hatfield  (Chairman)  stating  that  owing  to 
a  serious  breakdown  in  health  he  was  compelled,  under 
medical  advice,  to  tender  his  resignation  from  the  Com- 
mittee. The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  to  Mr. 
Hatfield  the  Committee's  sympathy  and  the  hope  that  he 
may  bo  speedily  restored  to  health,  with  a  request  that  he 
will  remain  in  office  till  the  end  of  the  session.  The  Insur- 
ance Committee  wrote  regarding  the  pharmaceutical  service 
provided  after  8  p.m.,  accepting  the  assurance  that  an 
adequate  service  will  be  provided  at  all  reasonable  times, 
and  Stating  that  in  the  event  of  complaints  being  received 
regarding;  inadequacy  in  any  particular  area,  information 
will  be  sent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the 
necessary  action  to  be  taken.  The  report  of  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  for  January  was  received  and  adopted..  It' 
showed  that  the  margin  of  error  was  0.15  per  cent.  The 
Secretary  reported,  inter  alia,  that  the  value  of  the  early 
accounts  for  January  was  10,173/.  13s.  8(2.,  the  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed  370,240,  and  the  average  cost  6.59(7. 
per  prescription.  The  early  accounts  for  February  were 
valued  at  9,0407.  12j.  10d.,  the  prescriptions  numbering 
322,593,  at  an  average  cost  of  6.73(7.  The  average  cost  per 
prescription  for  last  year  was :  first  quarter,  5.56(2.  (1916, 
5.68(2.);  .second  quarter,  5.58(7.  (5.74(2.);  third  quarter,  5.82(7. 
(5.55(7.);  fourth  quarter,  6.15(/.  (5.55(2.).'  The  increased  cost 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  was  due  to  the  enhanced  value 
of  ingredients.  _  An  improved  style  of  prescription-book  is 
now  under  consideration  by  the  Insurance  Committee 
which,  if  adopted,  will  provide  the  chemist  with  a  duplicate 
on  white  paper.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  wrote  con- 
cerning the  Pharmaceutical  s  Central  Advisory  Committee 
recently  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  the  question 
of  military  service  as  affecting  chemists  and  dispensers.  The 
Insurance  Committee  have  received  instructions  from  the 
Commissioners  which  will  necessitate  a  review  forthwith  of 
the  whrile  of  the  cases  of  chemists  in  the  London  Countv 
area.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  held 
at  the  Countv  Hall,  Spring  Gardens,  S.W..  on  May  23,  the 
Finance  Sub-Committee  recommended  the  payment  to 
chemists  of  8,084.'.  0s.  1(7.  on  account  of  the  current  year, 
ino  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  renorted  on  the  case 
o.  a  panel  doctor  who  was' alleged  to  have  influenced  his 
insured  patients  to  obtain  their  medicines  from  a  particular 
nrm  of  chemist;.    The  doctor  denied  the  allegations  but 
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admitted  that  his  assistants  had  made  suggestions  of  the 
kind.  The  Sub-Committee's  inquiries  proved  that  the  firm 
in  question  is  a  limited  company,  the  shares  in  which  arc 
practically  ail  held  by  the  wife,  of  the  practitioner ;  and  it 
was  accordingly  recommended  that  the  doctor  be  required  to 
take  such  steps  as  will  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  obnoxious 
practice. 

Sheffield.—  A  Pharmaceutical  Committee  meeting  was 
held  on  March  14.  Mr.  Culverhoijse  presided.  A  letter 
was  read  from  the  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  in 
answer  to  a  protest 'against  so  many  articles  in  September 
and  October  accounts  being  not  priced,  claiming  that  a  satis- 
factory result  in  the  pricing  arrangements  had  been  shown. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  and  point  out  that 
their  objection  was  not  to  the  total  amount  in  error,  but 
the  fault  lay  in  omissions  which  might  be  remedied.  Three 
months'  checking  reports  were  presented  and  found  to  bo 
very  satisfactory ;  they  included  1,000  prescriptions 
involving  the  allocation  of  non-extemporaneous  fees. 
A  communication  was  considered  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  regarding  the  auditing  of  accounts,  and 
it  was  decided  that  the  method  prevailing,  which  had  been 
suggested  by  the  Crown  Auditor,  was  quite  satisfactory. 
The  Insurance  Commissioners  informed  the  Committee  that 
they  intended  to  continue  their  term  of  office  for  a  further 
twelve  months,  unless  reason  was  shown  why_  an  election 
should  take  place.  It  was  agreed  to  fall  in  with  the  Com- 
missioners' intentions.  The  attention  of  the  Committee  was 
drawn  to  the  proposed  closing  of  their  shops  by  the  Bright- 
side  and  Carbrook  Co-operative  Society  from  Saturday  to 
Wednesday.  It  was  decided  to  draw  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee's attention  to  the  matter,  as  it  does  not  provide  an 
adequate  service.  A  detailed  account  of  the  military 
recruiting-  of  chemists  was  presented  to  the  meeting,  which 
was  considered  satisfactory  and  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Sub-Committee. 

WALES. 

Monmouthshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee at  Newport  on  May  8,  Mr.  E.  J.  Draper  (who  has 
purchased  the  business  of  Mr.  F.  Clarke,  Bedwas)  'was 
pieced  on  the  panel  of  chemists.  The  Clerk  reported  that 
payments  to  chemists  from  the  Drug  Fund  were  in  respect 
of  _  two  years,  and  were  separately  set  out.  He  further 
reported  that  the  Welsh  Commissioners  had  issued  notices 
to  .chemists  under  contract  with  the  Committee  that,  as 
from  April  1,  stock  mixtures  chosen  by  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee would  be  put  in  operation.

E.  Dundasi,  and  ~E.  vachyloma.  An  index  to  Volume  III. 
accompanies  this  number.] 

Wall,  O.  A.  Elementary  Lessons  in  Latin.  9  in.  x  6  in. 
Pp.  148.  Second  edition.  $1.50.  (The  C.  V.  Mosby  Co., 
801-807  Metropolitan  Building,  St.  Louis,  U.S.A.)  [Dr. 
Wall  is  a  well-known  teacher  of  materia  mcdica  and  phar- 
macognosy, and  he  has  prepared  this  book  with  the  inten- 
tion of  supplying  the  knowledge  of  Latin  required  by 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  students.  Part  I.  deals  with 
Latin  grammar.  Part  II.  consists  of  vocabularies  and  read- 
ing exercises,  and  Part  III.  (of  seven  pages)  is  devoted  to 
familiar  words.  The  Latin  grammar  is  very  concisely 
arranged,  and  the  student  is  assisted  bv  means 'of  a  good 
display  of  tvpe.  The  book  is  adapted  for  self-study  as  well 
as  class-work.  Now  that  Latin  need  not  be  taken  in  school- 
form  in  the  pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  Dr. 
Wall's  book  becomes  particularly  suited  for  candidates  for 
the  British  Qualifying  examination.  The  vocabularies  and 
exercises  as  a  rule  have  a  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
bearing.] 
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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
Incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Quaiities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  As  a  result  of 
the  War  wholesale  houses  have  had  to  contend  with  manv 
fresh  difficulties,  some  of  which  have  involved  greatly  increased 
expenses.  Shortage  of  labour  with  higher  wages  (equal  to 
almost  double  pre-war  rates)  has  a  direct  effect  upon  values  of 
goods,  as  also  have  railway  carriage,  freights,  cartage,  and 
other  charges.  The  foregoing  and  other  incidental  outlays 
prevent  retail  buyers  purchasing  at  the  market  prices  quoted 
here.

Business  in  the  chemical  and  drug  trades  continues  quiet, 
and  as  the  Government  restrictions  have  made  trading-  very 
difficult  in  all  directions  it  may  be  said  the  high-water' 
mark  of  activity  has  been  readied.  Operators  have  now 
to  confine  their  attention  to  spot  or  afloat  business,  as  no 
important  new  transactions  for  forward  delivery  can  be 
undertaken  owing  to  adverse  conditions  imposed  by  the 
restrictions  on  both  sides  of  .the  Atlantic.  This  repressive 
policy  has  made  itself  felt  by  the  acute  scarcity  and  high 
spot  prices,  whereas  if  ordinary  trading  facilities  had  been 
granted  values  would  have  eased  down.  Prices  of  some  of 
the  leading  medicinal  chemicals  are  now  falling  in  the 
United  States  owing  to  the  practical  stoppage  of  exports, 
but  the  goods  are  not  available  for  this  market.  The  pro- 
duction of  many  items  in  the  U.S.A.  had  been  steadily 
increased  to  fill  the  wants  of  European  buyer's,  and  the 
weakness  has  been  shown  on  that  side  in  acetanilide,  chloral 
hydrate,  formaldehyde,  benzoate  of  soda,  benzoic  acid,  re- 
sorcin,  hexamine,  etc.  The  Whitsuntide  holidays  have  dis- 
turbed the  markets  this  week,  and  there  are  few  items  of 
interest  to  report  on:  The  manufacture  of  ammonia  and 
ammoniiacal  products  has  been  brought  under  the  control 
of  the  Ministry  of  Munitions.  Refined  camphor  is  quiet ; 
cream  of  tartar  is  dearer,  while  citric  and  tartaric  acids  are 
both  firm,  the  demand  for  these  products  being  stimulated 
by  the  hot  weather.  Phenacetin  and  sulphonal  are  easier. 
Saccharin  is  firm  and  in  good  demand.  Phenazone  is  rather 
firmer.  Lemon  oil  has  still  an  -easy  undertone;  lime-juice 
is  in  fair  cVemand ;  and  American  peppermint  oil  is  still 
extremely  scarce.  Liquorice-root  is  still  badly  wanted. 
Rhubarb  has  been  selling  more  freely.  True  almond  oil  is 
3(7.  dearer.

— The  demand  for  photgraphic  chemicals 
is  good;  crystals  are  worth  16s.  and  resublimed  17s.  bd.

Quinine.— The  bulk  of  the  large  shipment  of  300,000  oz. 
Java  quinine  which  has  arrived  in  London  will  probably  be 
taken  over  on  behalf  of  the  Government.  Makers'  prices  are 
unchanged,  and  limited  quantities  of  sulphate  can  be  bought 
at  from  3s.  4(7.  to  3V.  bd.  per  oz.  on  the  spot,  which  repre- 
sents a  small  profit  on  the  importers'  prices.  The  imports

Rhubarb  has  been  selling  more  freely  of  late,  and  several 
parcels  ex  auction  have  been  cleared  at  steady  prices. 
Absence  of  arrivals  have  caused  buyers  to  pay  more  atten- 
tion to  the  drug.  Tho  May  deliveries  should  show  an  im- 
provement against  April,  which  were  36  cases;  the  stock 
at  the  end  of  April  was  719  cases,  against  892  cases. 

Salicylates. — The  demand  for  salicylic  acid  shows  signs 
of  improvement,  but  prices  are  unchanged  at  4s.  9(7.  to 
5s. ;  soda  salicylate  is,  however,  rather  firmer,  possibly 
owing  to  the  cutting-off  of  imports  from  the  U.S.A.,  and 
the  demand  outstripping  production  ;  7s.  to  7s.  2c7.  is  quoted 
for  U.S. P.  or  B.P.  powder. 

Saccharin. — Further  quantities  have  arrived  from  the 
United  States,  and  sales  from  these  parcels  have  been  made 
by  importers  at  265s.  per  lb.  net  in.  bond  for  550  pure,  at 
hich  further  small  lots  can  be  had.  Dealers  claim  to  have 
made  sales  at  higher  rates  than  the  foregoing,  as  the  demand 
continues  good,  and  tho  market  is  firm.  A  New  York  advice 
dated  May  2  reports  that  licences  for  export  are  again  being 
refused,  and  when  stocks  begin  to  accumulate  there  will 
probably  be  a  recession  in  price. 

Shellac. — Business  is  quite  retail,  with  usual  standard 
quality  TN  Orange  offering  at  335s.  to  340s.;  to  arrive 
TN  is  offered  at  305s.  c.i.f.,  and  pure  button  325s.  c.i.f. 

Sparteine  is  unobtainable  on  the  spot,  and  the  manufacture 
in  France  seems  at  a  temporary  standstill  owing  to  lack  of 
material,  which  is  usually  obtainable  in  Northern  France.

This- plant  has  been  suggested,  in  the  "Agricultural 
Gazette  of  New  South  'Wales  "  (September  3,  1917),  as  a 
substitute  for  belladonna,  which  is  difficult  to  grow  in.  that 
State.  The  plant  is  an  evergreen  climbing  shrub,  belong- 
ing to  tho  same  natural  order  .and  tribe  as  belladonna.  It 
has  large,  trumpet-shaped,  fragrant  flowers  nearly  a  foot 
long,  which  are  greenish-yellow  or  greenish-white  m  the 
inflated  portion,  with  purplish  veins,  the  tubular  fluted  part 
occunying  about  7  in.  of  its  length.  The  shrub  is  almost 
allied  to  Datura,  but  differs  in  the  fringed  edge  of  the 
corolla,  in' having  a  conical  ovary  with  all  the  dissepiments 
complete,  and  the  seeds  immersed  in  pulp.  Although  a 
native  of  the  West  Indies  and  South  America,  it  used  to 
be  commonly  cultivated  in  suburban  gardens  in  Australia, 
but  has  become  scarce  during  recent  years.  It  is  a  very 
accommodating  plant,  as  it  has  been  known  to  climb  to 
the  top  of  a  Norfolk  Island  pine  (Araucaria  excelsa),  100  ft. 
high,  and -flower  profusely  from  its  branches;  but  it  can 
be  pruned  into  a  bushy,  shrub  only  4  It.  high,  and  flowers 
even  when  only  2  ft.  high,  and  makes,  when  pruned,  an 
excellent  hedge.  It  does  not  object  to  gross  feeding,  but 
also  grows  well  on  dry  and  hungry  soil.  For  medicinal  pur- 
poses, therefore,  it  lends  itself  to  easy  cultivation  in  warm 
climates.  It  is  propagated  at  the  end  of  May  _(m  Australia) 
from  flowering.,  wood,  just  after  the  flowering  season  is 
over.  The  cuttings  are  planted  in  rows  in  light,  well- 
drained  sandy  soil,  and  become  well-rooted  and  fit  to  plant 
out  by  tho  time  the  ground:  has  become  warm  in  late  spring. 
The  ooisonous  character  of  the  plant  was  discovered^  by 
accident.  A  gardener  had  some  of  the  juice  squirted  into 
his  eye  when  pruning  the  plant,  and  was  taken  to  the 
Sydney  Hospital  for  loss  of  "sight,  and  was  found  to  have 
the  pupil  of  the  eye  dilated  as  if  by  atropine.  In  the  hope 
that  the  plant  might  contain  an  alkaloid  having  some  advan- 
tage over  other  tropeines.  the  plant  was  examined  by  Dr. 
J.  M.  Petrie,  F.I.C.,  in  the  physiological  laboratory  of  the 
'University  of  Sydney,  who  found  an  alkaloid  belonging  to 
the  atropine  group,  producing  the  complete  dilatation  of  the 
pupil,  all  the  effects  of  the  natural  tropeines' on  the  heart, 
secretory  glands,  and  on'  the  blood-pressure,  but  differing 
in  not  being  reddened  by  solution  of  phenolphthalein,  and 
in  alcoholic  solution  of  mercuric  chloride  causing  a  white 
precipitate,  while  atropine  gives  a  red,  and  hyoscyamine  a 
yellow,  but  it  agrees  with  hyoscine  in  giving  a  white  pre- 
cipitate. The  platinum-chloride  salt  crystallises  in  small 
cubical  crystals,  while  atropine  gives  monoclinic  and  hyos- 
cyamine triclinic  crystals.  Solandrine  , comes  nearest  _  to 
hyoscine,  but  differs  in  its  aurochloride  in  not  reddening 
phenolphthalein,  and  in  yielding  atropic  instead  of  tropic 
acid  when  hydrolvsed.  The  amount  of  alkaloid  extracted 
from  the  air-dried  leaves  by  alcohol  is  given  as  0.11  per 
cent.  Subsequent  investigations  by  Dr.  Petrie  showed  that 
solandrine  is  identical  with  the  nor-hyoscyamine  found  ,  five 
years  later  by  Carr  and  Reynolds  as  a  fourth  alkaloid  in 
Scopola  japonica,  the  others  being  hyoscyamine,  atropine, 
and  scopolamine.  It  is  also  identical  with  the  pseudo- 
hyoscyamine  found  in  1892  by  Merck  in  Buboisia 
myoporoides,  and  by  Hesse  in  1891  in  Mandragora-  officinalis, 
but  which  neither  of  those  authorities  obtained  in  the  pure 
state.  Solandra  longiflora  also  contains  hyoscyamine,  but 
scopolamine  is  absent.  The  amount  of  total  alkaloids 
obtained  from  tho  dried  leaves  was  0.154  per  cent.  An 
illustration  of  the  plant  is  given  in  the  "  Flora  of  the 
Antilles,"  vol.  ii.,  p.  49,  t.  12,  and  in  the  "Botanical 
Magazine,"  t.  4345,  under  the  name  of  Solandra  Icevis. 
Dr.  Petrie's  investigations  were  published  in  the  "  Proc. 
Ljnn.  Soc.  N.S.W.,"  vol.  xxxii.,  p.  789  (1907),  and  vol.  xli., 
p.  815  (1916). 

Quinine  in  India.  I 

The  great  demand  for  quinine  has  resulted  in  a  serious 
depletion  of  the  reserve  built  up  by  the  Indian  Government 
just  before  .the  outbreak  of  war;  and  in  order  to  increase 
the  supply  for  meeting  the  growing  demand  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  replenish  the  reserve  and  to  extend  the 
existing  plantations  and  increase  the  output.  This  explains 
an  increase  of  Rs.  77,000  in  the  revised  estimate  of  expendi- 
ture for  the  can-rent  year  as  well  as  the  provision  of 
Rs  11.93,000  for 'the  purchase  of  Java  quinine  in  the  esti- 
mate for  1918-19.  The  revised  estimate  of  receipts  under 
the  head  "  Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  Departments  "  for 
the  current  year  shows  a  huge  increase  of  Rs.  18,29,000 
over  tho  sanctioned  estimate.  The  increase  is  due  to  un- 
usually large  sales  of  quinine,  including  a  special  sale  of 
30,000  lb.  to  the  Army  for  the  Eastern  Mediterranean  Field 
Force.  The  estimate  of  -revenue  for  next  year  is 
Rs.  19,09,000,  which  provides  for  increased  receipts  from 
cinchona  plantations.

Fair-play  for  Soldier  Assistants. 

Sir, — I  have  been  interested  in  reading  the  annual  report 
and  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  consider 
that  the  address  of  the"  President  was  both  concise  and  excel- 
lent. He  does  not  appear,  however,  to  have  alluded  to  an 
item  in  the  report  (but  which  was  mentioned  by  a  subse- 
quent speaker  in  the  discussion)  that  the  percentages  of 
passes  in  the  Qualifying  examination  had  increased,  "  indi- 
cating a  marked  improvement  in  the  training  of  students 
submitting  themselves  for  the  examinational  test."  Yet  in 
face  of  this,  at  a  subsequent  special  general  meeting,  by- 
laws were  passed  imposing  a  curriculum.  Although  I 
received  a  notice  of  the  special  general  meeting,  I  did  not 
know  that  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  passing  curriculum  by- 
laws, and  many  of  my  pharmacist  friends  were  equally  as 
ignorant.  I  am  glad,  however,  to  know  that  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Thames  Valley  Association  challenged  the 
validity  of  the  notice  calling  the  meeting,  and  although  he 
was  overruled  by  the  President  on  that  objection,  he  evi- 
dently tried  to  get  the  meeting  adjourned  until  after  the 
war,  contending  that  the  present  ".was  not  a  time  for  inno- 
vations." It  would  be  interesting  to  know  the  attitude  of 
the  President  as  to  warrant  one  of  the  members  present 
protesting  "against  what  he  stigmatised  as  the  President's 
attempt  to  browbeat  the  meeting ;  they  had  not  come  _there 
to  be  forced  into  compliance  with  any  arbitrary  course.!' 
I  notice  a  member  said  "  that  the  only  argument  that  weighed 
with  him  was  the  possible  injustice  to  the  absentee  young 
men."  and  I  think  this  should  be  the  feeling  of  all.  I 
should  like  to  see  pharmacists  and  Associations  throughout, 
the  country  consider  this  question  before  the  by-laws  are 
confirmed  by  the  Privy  Council,  as  the  only  remedy  now 
is  that  pointed  out  in  your  editorial  columns  last  week.  As 
an  alternative.,  I  should  like  to  see  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  state  forthwith  that  the  new  by- 
laws shall  not  be  put  into  force  until  two  years  after  tho 
conclusion  of  peace.  I  notice  that  the  great  University  of 
Oxford  is  taking  action  to  count  their  undergraduates'  ser- 
vice under  arms  as  a  given  number  of  terms  ;  in  fact,  further, 
to  .grant  forthwith  a  pass  degree  to  those  who  have  already 
satisfied  a  .minimum  of  residence.  I  read  also 
that  the  Canadian  Government  is  considering  the  desirability 
of  admitting  young  men  who  are  serving  their  country  in 
this  war  into  the  Dominion  Civil  Service  without  examina- 
tion. I  now  ask  what  will  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  do 
for  our  young  men  ?  Is  it  to  impose  an  expensive  curriculum 
before  they  can  present  themselves  for  the  Qualifying 
examination  ?

Sin, — This  correspondence  has  now  travelled  some  distance 
from  the  original  subject,  but  Mr.  Haslett  specially  refers 
to  us,  and  therefore  we  have  much  pleasure  in  answering 
him  by  referring  again  to  the  B.P.  1914,  pages  497  and.  498. 
When  copper  is  present  in  cream  of  tartar,  and  it  is  intended 
to  test  for  lead,  the  B.P.  prescribes  the  use  of  a  solution 
of  potassium  cyanide  so  that  the  copper  present,  shall  not 
interfere  with  the  lead-test.  When  cream  of  tartar  in  solu- 
tion contains  colouring-matter,  also  referred  to  in  the  letter 
from  a  London,  analyst  quoted  by  Mr.  Haslett,  the  B.P. 
again  pi'ovides  a  remedy,  which  is  "  the  difference  (i.e., 
in  colour  between  the  sample  to  be  tested  and  the  com- 
parative solution)  may  be  rectified  by  the  cautious  addition 
of  a  highly  diluted  solution  of  burnt  sugar "  to  the  com- 
parative test-solution.  Thus  the  B.P.  prescribes  all  that 
is  required  in  the  way  of  tests  for  impurities,  and  if  its 
methods  are  adopted  we  are  sure  from  our  own  experience 
that  results  will  practically  agree  when  a  sample  is  uniform 
throughout.  Mr.  Haslett  denies  our  statement  that  Con- 
tinental brands  of  cream  ca.nnot.be  relied  upon,  yet  in  the 
letter  he  quotes  in  dealing  with  a  sample  of  Continental 
make  the  analysts  cannot  agree  as  to  the  quantities  of 
other  impurities  present  because  of  the  copper  and  the 
colour  ing-matter.-

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Pharmaceutical  Education. 

Sir, — Mr.  Cecil  Owen's  views  on  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion (C.  <fc  D.,  May  18,  p.  51)  lack  nothing  in  the  way  of 
vigorous  expression,  even  if  pitched  in  a  rather  high  key. 
They  are  also,  one  must  add,  consistent,  if  not  always  prac- 
ticable. What  body,  one  may  be  permitted  to  ask,  is  to 
grant  the  degree  of  Ph.B. — the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or 
the  Universities  ?  If  the  former,  does  ho  imagine  the  latter 
will  have  nothing  to  say  on  the  subject?  And  if  the  latter, 
the  former  will,  I  fancy,  require  some  safeguards  in  the 
matter.  The  Manchester  University  gives  a  degree  in 
science,  "  B.Sc,"  where  pharmaceutics  may  bo  offered  as  a 
sulbject  for  the  degree,  and  this,  I  think,  will  be  found 
more  free  from  objections  than  the  granting  of  a  degree  in 
pharmacy  itself.  Mr.  Owen  also  is  rather  late  in  his  sug- 
gestion for  a  doctorate  in  pharmacy,  as  the  German  Ph.D. 
is  not,  as  he  says,  likely  to  be  replaced  by  the  English 
D.'So.,  but  actually  by  the  degree  of  Ph.D.,  to  be  awarded 
as  the  result  of  two  years'  supervised  research  carried  on 
at  the  Universities  aftev  the  granting  of  the  B.Sc. — that  is, 
at  the  end  of  five  years'  university  training.  Let  us  be 
content  with  something  less  ambitious  to  begin  with — 
namely,  a  six  or  preferably  nine  months'  course  of  con- 
secutive systematised  training  for  the  Qualifying-  examina- 
tion, instead  of  the  pernicious  three  months'  cram  courses 
which  have  been  the  curse  of  pharmaceutical  education  in 
this  country.  If,  in  addition,  a  preliminary  course  in  xlic 
elements  of  chemistry,  physics,  and  the  necessary  mathe- 
matics could  precede  the  aibove,  we  should  have  established 
the  scientific  part  of  the  training  of  the  pharmacist  on  a 
sound  basis  of  a  reasonable  nature.  Such  a  course,  called 
the  "  Preliminary  General  Course,"  is  requirea  by  the 
Board  of  Education  of  all  industrial  and  other  apprentices 
(before  they  are  allowed  to  take  out  a  grouped  course  of 
study  for  their  particular  occupation,  and  it  is  about  time 
that  pharmacy  came  into  line '  with  other  industries  and 
occupations  in  this  matter.  I  purposely  do  not  speak  of 
professions.  The  misfortune  of  the  average  pharmaceutical 
student  is  that  he  never  gets  a  proper  grounding  in  elements 
of  science,  and  therefore  he  never  can  build  anything  worthy. 
Let  us  be  content  for  the  nresent  in  having  this  foundation 
"truly  and  properly  laid."  Yours  truly,

The  Election  Results. 

Snt, — The  election  results  are  startling,  and  may  prove 
to  be  a  dividing  line  between  the  old  content  of  "  Leave  it 
to  the  President  and  the  Secretary  "  and  the  determination 
of  members  to  exercise  their  democratic  function  of  govern- 
ing themselves  in  their  own  way.  As  was  to  be. expected 
with  twelve  candidates,  there  must  have  been  a  lot  of'  cross- 
voting,  and  those  who  exercised  their  franchise  for  the  first 
time  have  helped  to  produce  a  strange,  result.  Out  of  six 
Reform  candidates  four  were  returned,  and  with  a  little 
more  expenditure  of  money  and  energy  this  Committee 
might  have  captured  six  seats.  As  a  first  effort  and  the 
result  of  three  weeks'  work  it  augurs  well  for  the  future. 
For  the  first  time  we  find  that  the  man  at  the  top  of  the 
poll  failed  to  capture  moi'-e  than  three-fifths  of  the  electorate, 
and  the  last  man  in  only  a  trifle  more  than  half 
the  votes  polled.  The  centre  of  gravity  seems  to  have 
shifted  from  London,  as  one  of  the  men  with  over  3, COO 
failed  to  get  more  than,  25  per  cent,  of  the  Metropolitan 
votes,  which  means  he  must  have  captured  more  than 
90  per  cent,  of  the  country,  and  he  a  London  man.  This 
would  appear  to  take  away  what  little  life  there  is  in  the 
President's  substitute  for  territorial  representation.  Phar- 
macy wants  no  substitutes.  The  two  most  advertised  men 
of  the  old  brigade,  Nos.  2  and  3,  had  respectively  2,278  and 
2,397  votes  out  of  a  poll  of  5,786  registered  against  them. 
Another  interesting  point  is  that  the -two  protagonists  for  a 
whole-time  Secretary  were  at  the  top  of  the  poll,  and  the 
whole-hogger  for  a  man  at  any  price  just  scraped  homo:  The 
encouraging  element  is  the  break-up  of  the  sequence  •  of 
starred  men  by  the  return  of  a  woman  for  the  first  time 
and  of  a  man  who  is  pledged  broadcast,  to  get  "  Yes  or 
No "  out  of  the  Council  on  several  questions  requiring  an 
answer.

Sir, — Chaucer  has  another  reference  to  apothecaries  than 
the  one  quoted  by  "  Xrayser  II."  (('.  &  D.,  May  18,  p.  41) 
out  of  the  Prologue  to  the  "Canterbury  Tales."  It  occurs' 
in  the  Xonne  Preestes  Tale  (line  128),  where  Damoysele 
Pertelotc  tells  her  husband.  Chaunteclere,  that,  ''though  in 
this  toun  is  noon,  apotecarie.  I  shal  my  self  to  herbes  techen 
vow.  That  shul  ben  [be]  for  your  hele  [healing]' and  for  your 
prow  "  [profit  or  advantage].  She  then  goes  on  to  give 
him  advice:  "Beware  the  sonne  in  his  ascensioun  ne  fynde 
yow  nat  repleet  of  humours  hote."  And  finally  prescribes  a. 
treatment :  "  Ye  shul  have  digestyves  of  wormes,  er  ye 
take  your  laxatyves,"  the  names  of  which  are  set  forth. 
The  whole  passage'  suggests  that  Scott  was  not  far  wrong 
in  making  the  fourteenth-century  apothecary  a  practising 
physician  as  well  as  a  vendor  of  drugs.

Legal  Queries. 

Most  difficulties  in  trade  law  are  explained  in  the  legal  section 
of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,"  1917.  beginning  on 
page  353. 


H.  F.  (83/13). — It  is  no  offence  under  the  Venereal  Dis- 
ease Act  to  dispense  prescriptions  or  supply  drugs  on 
■demand  which  you  have  reason  to  think  are  to  bo  employed 
in  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases. 

C.  E.  L.  (44/47). — The  fact  that  you  have  served  a  regular 
apprenticeship  but  are  not  a  qualified  chemist  does  not 
entitle  you  under  the  Medicine-stamp  Act  to  sell  "  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies  "  on  behalf  of  a  limited 
company  which  is  not  carrying  on  business  in  accordance 
with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 

Tax  (39/20)  asks  what  constitutes  liability  to  excess-profits 
duty,  and  what  is  the  amount  charged.  [Excess-profits  duty 
as  at  present  in  force  is  a  charge  of  80  per  cent,  on  any 
profite  made  during  the  war  in  excess  of  the  profits  made 
prior  to  the  war.  It  applies  to  all  trades  or  businesses  of 
any  description  carried  on  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
to  those  carried  on  abroad  provided  the  owner  is  ordinarily 
resident  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  it  is  also  charged  on 
mineral  royalties.  But  it  is  not  charged  on  (1)  profits  from 
husbandry  in  the  United  Kingdom,  (2)  profits  from  offices 
or  employments,  or  (3)  profits  from  professions  where  the 
returns  are  mainly  dependent  on  personal  qualifications  and 
the  capital  expenditure  is  trifling.  Thus,  a  consulting  and 
analytical  chemist  would  be  exempt,  but  exemption  is  not 
allowed  to  commission  or  other  agents  paid  for  transactions 
or  services  rendered,  although  commercial  travellers  are 
not  liable.  Registered  industrial  and  provident  societies 
are  specially  dealt  with.  The  assessment  to  the  duty  is 
made  in  respect  of  'every  accounting  period  of  a  business 
falling  within  the  year  beginning  on  August  1  and  ending 
on  July  31  following.  This  period  is  that  for  which  the 
accounts  of  the  business  are  made  up.  Every_  person  liable 
to  the  duty  must  give  notice  of  his  liability,  with  particulars 
of  the  profits,  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue 
within  two  months  of  the  end  of  the  accounting  period,  and 
the  Commissioners  may  make  an  assessment  on  this,  or  if 
they  are  not  satisfied  they  may  assess  at  a  larger  sum,  sub- 
ject to  the  taxpayer's  right  to  appeal  if  he  is  not  satisfied 
with  the  assessment.  In  finding  the  profits  to  be  charged 
the  basis  of  calculation  is,  with  a  few  exceptions,  the  same 
as  that  for  arriving  at  the  profits  of  the  business  for  income- 
tax  purposes.  But  while  average  profits  for  the  three 
preceding  years  are  taken  for  income-tax,  it  is  the  actual 
profits  for  the  year  that  are  taken  for  charging  the  excess- 
profits  duty.  Deductions,  which  are  not  allowed  for  income- 
tax,  are  also  allowed  for  (1)  interest  on  money  borrowed 
for  trading,  (2)  rent,  (3)  profits  from  lands  or  premises, 
(4)  annuities  payable  out  of  the  business  property.  When 
the  profits  of  the  accounting  period  are  found  the  pre-war 
profits  are  then  taken  on  the  same  basis  of  calculation.  For 
the  pre-war  profits  the  average  profits  of  any  two  of  the 
three  years  prior  to  the  war  may  be  selected  by  the  tax- 
payer, or  the  average  from  any  four  of  the  last  six  years 
prior  to  the  war  may  be  selected  for  this  purpose  if  the 
average  of  the  last  three  years  is  at  least  25  per  cent,  less 
than  the  average  of  the  three  years  preceding  those  three 
years.  _  When  the  amount  of  the  pre-war  profits  has  been 
found  in  this  way,  if  it  turns  out  to  be  less  than  the  percent- 
age standard  fixed  by  the  Act,  the  pre-war  percentage 
standard  is  to  be  taken  for  comparison  with  the  profits  of 
the  war  year.  This  standard  is  6  per  cent,  on  "the  capital 
of  the  business  in  the  case  of  a  business  carried  on  or 
owned  by  a  company,  and  8  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  any 
other  business,  provision  being  made  for  an  adjustment 
where  any  increase  or  decrease  has  taken  place  in  the 
capital  since  the  pre-war  period.  Whichever  is  greater, 
the  pre-war  profits  or  the  standard  percentage,  is  then  taken 
and  deducted  from  the  profits  for  the  accounting  period, 
and  the  difference  thus  found  is  the  gross  assessment  for 
excess-profits  duty.  The  first  2001.  of  this  assessment  is  in 
all  cases  exempted  from  the  tax,  and,  in  addition,  whero  the 
pre-war  standard  of  profits  does  not  exceed  500Z.  and  the 
net  profits  of  the  accounting  period  are  less  than  2,000L, 
there  is  a  further  remission  on  the  assessment  of  one-fifth 
of  the  amount  by  which  the  profits  of  the  accounting  period 
are  less  than  2,000Z.  The  duty  is  then  payable  at  80  per 
cent,  on  the  net  assessment.  Any  taxpayer  who  is  dissatis- 
fied with  the  assessment  on  him  may  appeal  by  giving 
notice  to  the  Surveyor  within  thirty  days  of  the  service 
of  the  assessment.  If  the  question  in  dispute  is  one  as  to 
percentage,  capital,  employed,  or  the  like,  the  Commissioners 
may  refer  it  to  a  Board  of  Referees.]

E.  J.  H.  (60/22).— Odotjr  of  Harris  Tweed.— Soaking 
the  tweed  in  a  liquid  made  from  peats  and  water  would 
give  the  odour  of  Harris  tweed.  Perhaps  a  spray  of  cou- 
marin  dissolved  in  spirit  would  give  an  odour  that  would' 
satisfy  your  customer. 

G.  L.  E.  (67/40).— Manufacture  of  Mirrors.— Formulas 
for  the  solutions  used  in  making  mirrors  were  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  May  27,  1916,  p.  48. 

J.  D.  G.  (68/55).— (1)  Preserving-tablets.— These  are- 
usually  composed  of  sodium  salicylate,  this  salt  being  moro 
soluble  than  salicylic  acid  alone,  which  is  also  employed. 
(2)  Jam-making. — Glucose  can  be  used  in  place  of  sugar  for 
making  jam,  but  it  is  generally  mixed  with  some  sugar.  The- 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  recommend  a  mixture 
of  sugar  and  syrupy  glucose  for  jam-making.  You  would 
have  better  success  with  this  than  with  the  wheat-starch 
basis  which  you  suggest.  If  glucose  is  used  without  sugar 
the  sweetness  could  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  saccharin. 

R.  C.  F.  (68/10). — Printing  on  Steel. — You  will  need  some 
composition  of  the  nature  of  Brunswick  black  for  marking 
steel.  It  could  be  used  with  an  indiarubber  stamp  .if  the 
liquid  were  free  from  turpentine. 

W.  li.  (52/50). — We  do  not  know  what  powder  is  added  to 
the  water  of  motor  radiators  to  prevent  leakage.  Perhaps 
some  of  our  readers  will  supply  the  information  ? 

W.  S.  S.  (50/50).— Thermometer-scales.— The  black  liquid 
employed  for  marking  the  scales  on  clinical  thermometers 
is  a  thick  solution  of  black  sealing-wax  in  spirit.  Red  wax 
is  used  for  special  markings. 

Orientalist  (Madras)  (77/19).— Podophyllum  Resin  is. 
soluble  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol  in  a  greater  proportion  than 
is  indicated  by  the  formula  for  tinct.  podophylli,  B.P. 
Samples  of  the  resin,  however,  vary  in  the  amount  of  matter 
insoluble  in  alcohol,  which  should  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 

Flagship  (30/18). — Washing-liquor. — A  cheap  fluid  on  the 
model  of  the  sample  you  send  could  be  made  by  dissolving 
dry  soap  in  soft  water. 

if.  F.  (54/27).— Waterglass  for  Egg-preservlng.— The 
usual  strength  of  waterglass  solution  employed  for  pre- 
serving eggs  is  one  in  ten.  The  1-lb.  tins  contain  about 
10  fl.  oz.,  and  this  quantity  should  be  diluted  to  1  gal. 
with  warm  water.  When  cold  the  liquid  is  ready  for  use, 
this  quantity  being  sufficient  for  from  120  to  150  eggs.  We 
have  not  heard  of  eggs  being  cracked  by  the  action  of  the 
fluid  ;  there  must  be  some  unusual  circumstance  in  the  case 
you  mention. 

T.  S.  B.  (75/10).— Soluble  Saccharin,  to  which  you  refer,, 
is  a  mixture  of  86  parts  of  saccharin  and  14  parts  of  6odium 
bicarbonate.  It  can  be  diluted  with  sugar  of  milk  if  you 
desire  to  increase  the  bulk. 

.  C .  E.  (78/18). — It  is  probable  that  an  equivalent  quantity 
(if  only  small)  of  tragacanth  mucilage  could  be  used  in 
placo  of  the  glycerin  in  the  formula  for  sulphur  hair-restorer. 
Will  you  try  and  let  us  know  how  you  succeed  ? 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago, 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  May  15,  1868, 


Moutarde  en  Feuilles;  or  Mustard  Paper. 

This  new  sinapism  is  prepared  by  fixing  on  a  sheet  of 
strong  paper  a.  thin  layer  of  mustard  by  means  of  a  solu- 
tion of  caoutchouc  in  a  volatile  oil.  The  adhesion  is  per- 
fect. Paper,  thus  prepared,  and  immersed  for  twelve  or 
fifteen  seconds  in  cold  or  tepid  water,  and  then  applied  to 
the  skin,  acts  as  a  powerful  rubefacient.  Ninety-two  grains 
of  mustard  in  this  form  are  sufficient  to  rubify  very  com- 
pletly  "a  surface  of  fifteen  and  a-half  square  inches.  The 
author  increases  the  activity  of  the  mustard  he  ^ses  by 
extracting  the  fixed  oil,  of  which  it  contains  28  p'W  cent., 
and  which  is  quite  inert.  When  deprived  of  this  oil, 
mustard  resists  the  action  of  the  air,  and  keeps  (rood  for 
an  almost  indefinite  time.  Ordinary  mustard,  as  is  well1 
known,  loses  its  qualities  in  a  comparatively  short  tim?. 
This  mustard  paper  is  intended  as  a  substitute  for  the 
mustard  poultice,  and"  would  appear  to  be  well  adapted' 
for  the  purpose.
